Abstract of “@ Report by the Chairman of the District Road Cess Committee, Mymensingh, 
on the Committee's operations for the cess year 1880-81. 

In this district the Road Cess Act came into actual operation since October 1875, and 
this report is therefore for the sixth year the Act has been’ in force. It scems to be popular 
and much appreciated by the people in general. ‘The cess on lands was levied at the maximum 
rataliveer since the Act has been introduced into the district, and the collections @uring the 
yearunder report amounted to Rs. 1,46,182, against the estimated demand of Rs, 1,435,776. 
‘The increase under this head is said to be due to revaluation of certain estates. E 
Phe majority of the members of the district road committee aud of the branch 
committees in the several sub-divisions, with the exception of those who live at a distance 
from the stations, have attended almost all the meetings during the year. 

Whe existing roads in the district have been thoroughly maintained and repaired duging

T eave the honour to submit herewith the anuual accounts and reports of the road cess 
funds of the several districts of this division for the cess yeat 1880-81, received from the 
Chairmen of the Road Cess Committees concerned.

2. Under Government circular No, 978A, dated 14th September 1880, it is ‘needless 

to recapitulate what has already been said in the reports of the district officers or wp supply 

i ies is obtainable from the accounts. I beg therefore to make the filowag 
rief remarks. 


re 8. The collections of all the districts of the division were sufficient toemeet the og wr a 


ments of the year, and the object of the Road Coss Act, and the benefits conferred by it, 
were fully understood and appreciated by the people. 
° 


4. The construction of new works made very satisfactory progress in Mymensingh and 
Faurreedpore. In the former district some of the most important works were completed 
during the year, and in the latter the Rajbari road, whichis a railway feeder, has been 
completed, with the exception of certain bridges; and considerable progress has also been 
made in some other important roads. In Dacca and Backergunge, however, the progress in 

* original works was not great, No explanation of the failure to carry out the programme 
of the year has been received from Backergunge, while that received from Dacca is hardly 
sufficient. In Backergunge better progress should have been made as the estimates of 
several roads received timely sanction. 


5. Due attention appears to have been paid in all the districts of the division to the 
repair and maintenance of the existing roads. This is especially noticeable in the districts 
of Backergunge and Mymensingh. ; 


6. The subject of village roads appears to have received proper attention in Backer 
gunge and Mymensingh, where considerable sums of money were spent in their construction 
and maintenance. But it is to be regretted that the villagers should, as reported by the 
Chairman, Koad Cess Committee, of the former district, give but little assistance for the 
construction of these works. 


7. The progress made under this head in the Dacca and Furreedpore districts is small, 
especially in the sudder sub-divisions of these two districts, and in the sub-division of 
Madaripore in the latter. The explanation given by the Chairman, Road Cess Committee 
Dacca, seems to show that the subject of village roads is still imperfectly understood. B; 
village roads” are especially intended paths leading from one part of a village to antl 
for the convenience of the villagers. If applications for grants and offers to make or keep 
up such works were, as stated by the Chairman, rejected because they were not of “suffi- 
cient public importance,” the wishes and intentions of Government have, I think, not been 
attended to. It is very disappointing to find the sudder sub-division behind the mofussil 
sub-divisions in the working of this important part of the road’cess system. _ 

8. The alleged laxity of the villagers of the Sudder-and Madaripore sub-divisions of 
the Furreedpore district in taking money and submitting accounts, as reported in the 
Ghairuiss’s Letter, cannot, be pomiliar'4o. these two eub-divisione Gals, atlas protablystiie 
result of want of attention at head-quarters. I have drawn the attention of the Ohairmen of 
both the distri¢ts to the subject, and hope that village roads will receive due consi i 

Lis in future. 

9. It is satisfactory to notice that the grants for village roads in the Dacea district 
‘were, in certain cases, supplemented by private donations. 4 

10, It has been proposed to construct a number of feeder roads to the > Pacce and 

rm ee Railway now under construction, and Government has promised assistance to 
| 4, this end. ‘ 
11. The new Cess Act provides for the excavation of tanks for drinking 3, but 
from the silence of the district officers on the subject, I presume very little Tiss been done 
in this direction. In Furreedpore only one tank is reported to have been excavated during 
the year. en 

12. Fair progress appears to have been made in planting fruit-bearing f 
districts of Dacca and Furreedpore ; but proper attention does not appear to 
paid to the subject by. the Road Coxs Committers of Backergunge end. 
Throughout the whole of Mymensingh, and in several, portions eu
